A  FEW  WORDS  FROM  YOUR  EDITOR. 

Hi,  I  bet  you  are  reading  this  a  few  days  late.  I  will 
take  the  blame.  Nancy  had  her  part  to  me  two  weeks  early. 

I  thought  it  was  very  important  to  have  a  picture  of  our 
1998  Club  Silver  Round  in  this  issue.  The  vote  was  very 
close  with  two  tying  but  none  were  mechanicaly  correct  for 
engraving  and  striking.

I  forwarded  my  ideas  to 
Garrett  and  he  completed  the  basic  art  work  for  you  to  look 
at,  and  hopefully  place  your  orders.  My  club  collection  of 
Silver  Rounds  and  Bars  are  the  pride  of  my  collection.  As 
it  grows  larger  it  becomes  more  Spectacular.  Maybe  a  deluxe 
Dansco  Type  album  is  about  due,  at  least  for  the  Silvers. 

If  you  like  the  idea  and  would  invest  $15/$20  for  yours, 
drop  me  a  line.  Harvey  Rose  had  my  'World  of  Sports'  album 
made,  maybe  he  still  has  some  pull. 

I  was  digging  through  a  lot  of  Boxes  preparing  for  the 
hi -yearly  THROW  AWAY.  I  run  across  some  of  the  older  and 
Mint  condition  'BUGLES'.  I  came  up  with  10  sets  all  before 
1991.  They  are  not  complete,  as  there  are  20/23  issues  in 
each  package.  Over  half  of  our  members  joined  IASAC  after 
1990  so  none  of  you  have  these  Bugles.  I  know  that  a  few  of 
you  have  xerox  copies  and  I  can't  devide  10  into  over  a 
100  equally  so  here  is  what  I  am  going  to  do.  If  you  are 
interested  in  receiving  one  of  the  packages  of  20+  Bugles 
BID  ON  THEM.

You  are  a  member  of  IASAC,  the  world's  largest  silver  art  club 
Did  you  ever  wonder  why  a  club  was  formed7 
Did  you  ever  wonder  who  started  the  club7 
Did  you  ever  wonder  how  the  club  was  formed7 
Did  you  ever  wonder  how  the  club  has  survived  all  these  years7 

Welllllllll,  this  is  one  person's  opimon  of  what  happened  Please  allow  me  a  little  margin  of 
tolerance  as  I  am  doing  this  from  memory  and  there  are  no  notes  to  go  on 

Once  upon  a  time  (Isn't  that  how  most  good  stones  start7),  there  was  a  small  town,  part- 
time  coin  dealer  that  was  buying  and  selling  silver  coins  The  year  was  1979  Some 
interesting  things  were  happening  There  was  a  gradual  increase  in  silver  prices  and 
people  started  selling  their  silver  coins  in  increasing  numbers  Then,  prices  started 
escalating  even  faster  and  so  did  the  amount  of  coins,  gold  rings  and  something  that  I 
never  had  noticed  before,  beautiful  silver  rectangle  shaped  pieces  with  pictures  Some 
were  in  color,  some  automobiles,  some  had  diamonds  in  them,  some  were  in  beautiful 
wood  display  cases,  etc  I  asked  my  buyer  what  the  deal  was  with  these  beautiful  silver 
pieces  and  he  explained  to  me  some  people  collected  these  like  others  collected  coins 
I  was  in  love  with  these  silver  bars  but  just  could  not  keep  these  back  because  by  now  they 
were  going  in  the  $15  00  +  range  and  I  didn't  want  to  be  left  holding  expensive  silver 
because  we  just  knew  the  price  of  silver  was  going  to  go  back  down 

Well  we  all  know  that  the  price  went  up  some  more  before  the  bottom  fell  out,  but  I 
always  remembered  those  beautiful  pieces  of  silver  In  June  of  1 980,  things  had  returned 
to  a  more  normal  state  1  started  to  set  up  at  coin  shows  in  Toledo  One  of  the  first 
people  that  I  became  acquainted  with  was  a  world  coin  dealer  that  had  some  beautiful 
silver  bars  by  the  name  of  Mike  Jordan  We  discussed  for  hours  the  future  of  silver  bar 
collecting  and  he  showed  me  the  Silver  Art  Bar  Guide  Mike  was  very  instrumental  in 
getting  me  to  appreciate  the  beauty  and  rarity  of  this  wonderful  hobby 

I  also  set  up  at  a  coin  show  in  Fort  Wayne,  Indiana  and  met  a  silver  art  dealer  by  the  name 
of  Ivan  Rash  He  always  had  immaculate  looking  rare  bars  displayed  perfectly  with  hefty 
sized  price  tags  I  really  got  educated  by  Ivan  on  quality  and  rarity  of  silver  bars 

I  met  Steve  Rood  at  the  Michigan  State  Show  in  the  early  I980's  We  were  introduced 
and  hit  it  off  right  away  I  could  not  believe  that  I  knew  the  man  that  along  with  John 
Knox  wrote  the  Silver  Art  Bar  Guide  I  wished  we  would  have  bought  stock  in  AT&T  as 
our  friendship  began  as  many  bucks  went  to  them  over  the  ensuing  years  Sue  and  1  did 
visit  Steve  and  Agnes  on  a  few  occasions  and  I  will  never  forget  the  boat  ride  Steve  gave 
me  We  were  going  what  seemed  to  be  1 50  miles  per  hour  and  hit  a  wave  that  sent  us 
through  the  air  what  seemed  like  100  yards  When  we  landed  I  checked  my  body  parts  to 
see  if  I  was  still  intact  I  discovered  that  a  minor  back  problem  that  1  had  was  gone  and 
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that  boat  ride  saved  me  $20  00  on  a  chiropractor  Of  course,  the  next  time  I  had  bach 
problems,  I  thought  it  best  to  just  go  to  the  chiropractor 


I  have  always  been  full  of  questions  and  I  would  ask  different  people  if  they  were 
interested  in  a  silver  bar  club  I  had  noticed  all  kinds  of  clubs  in  the  coin  hobby  and 
thought  if  there  was  a  silver  bar  club,  it  might  help  to  get  more  people  interested  and 
maybe  even  get  together  to  meet  others  that  liked  the  silver  art  hobby  I  had  some 
positive  response  and  some  negative  response  The  negatives  were  that  silver  bar  clubs 
had  been  tned  before  and  they  did  not  last  very  long  I  thought  that  if  we  had  a  core 
group  of  7  officers  that  the  club  would  have  a  better  than  50/50  chance  of  success  1 
finally  came  to  the  realization  that  if  I  did  not  start  this  club,  nobody  would  and  so  I 
started  the  organizational  process  in  December  of  198-4  with  much  counsel  from  Steve 
Rood  I  decided  that  the  name  of  the  club  would  be  the  International  Association  of 
Silver  Bai  Collectors  and  in  January  of  1985  we  had  our  slate  of  officers  and  were  ready 
to  announce  the  IASBC  to  the  world 

I  asked  Mike  Jordan  to  be  the  Vice-President  He  was  the  kind  of  right  hand  man  I 
needed  Anybody  that  knows  Mike  knows  that  he  speaks  his  mind  The  last  thing  that  the 
club  needed  was  a  yes  man  as  Vice-president  and  I  assure  you  that  he  was  not  a  yes-man 
Mike  was  an  invaluable  asset  with  the  advice  he  gave  me 

1  met  a  lady  at  a  coin  show  in  Cleveland  who  was  interested  in  the  Silver  Bar  hobby  Her 
name  was  Judy  Drugan  from  Kent,  Ohio  She  agreed  to  serve  as  Secretary  of  the  IASBC 
The  club  experienced  rapid  growlh  from  the  very  beginning  This  volunteer  job  was 
turning  into  a  very  demanding  job  1  will  never  forget  Judy  and  all  of  her  work  during  the 
formation  of  the  IASBC  Her  son  Chris  Drugan  designed  the  logo  for  our  club 

The  name  of  Tom  Fernandez  ffom  Rockford,  Illinois  came  up  as  a  possible  interested 
person  Tom  agreed  to  be  the  Treasurer  He  later  assumed  the  position  of  Secretary- 
Treasurer  At  least  Tom  had  a  computer  and  boy  did  he  need  it  Money  came  flying  at 
him  as  we  grew  very  fast  the  first  2  years 

I  mentioned  Steve  Rood  from  Ml  Clemens,  Michigan  earlier  He  wanted  to  serve  as  a 
trustee  and  provide  his  expertise  in  an  advisory  capacity  I  sought  his  advice  often  about 
many  matters  including  possible  officers  for  the  IASBC 

Steve  suggested  I  contact  a  silver  bar  dealer  from  Colorado  Springs.  Colorado,  Will 
Rossinan  Will  agreed  to  be  the  editor  of  the  club  publication  and  asked  that  it  be  called 
the  Silver  Bugle  That  sounded  great  to  me  as  that  meant  we  had  a  knowledgeable  editor 
with  the  capability  of  a  good  publication  Will  soon  after  became  a  grader  for  ANACS  and 
is  now  serving  as  an  ANA  Governor 

I  contacted  Duane  Spellman  about  serving  as  a  trustee  As  most  of  you  know  ,  he  owns 
The  Mint  in  Winnetka.  California  and  used  to  be  involved  with  United  States  Silver  Corp 
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and  also  was  involved  in  the  USA/BC,  a  silver  bar  club  in  the  70's  This  turned  out  to  be  a 
key  appointment  as  we  will  talk  about  Duane  in  a  short  while 

Finally,  Bill  Cassin  from  San  Diego,  California  accepted  the  final  trustee  position  and 
served  as  Historian  as  well 

You  might  say  that  is  8  officers  instead  of  7  and  you  are  right  We  decided  8  is  OK  and 
any  4-4  votes  would  be  counted  as  a  failed  issue 

We  chartered  the  club  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Ohio  A  Constitution  was  drafted 
and  adopted  at  the  1st  Convention  in  Las  Vegas  Las  Vegas  was  chosen  for  the  first 
convention  because  we  thought  it  would  be  a  popular  vacation  site  and  we  also  had  a  lot 
of  western  members  W'e  decided  to  issue  a  club  bar  with  a  slot  machine  on  it  to  represent 
our  convention  city  W'e  had  good  representation  at  that  convention  and  met  a  lot  of  our 
new  found  friends  for  the  first  time  We  had  a  great  banquet  with  an  interesting  speaker 
from  LTNLV  Charlie  Diehl  from  Rockford,  Illinois  was  appointed  Sergeant  At  Arms  and 
is  a  joy  to  be  around  We  also  had  a  very  lengthy  business  session  to  work  out  the 
problems  with  the  constitution  and  to  plan  for  the  future  of  our  club  The  biggest  change 
that  came  out  of  that  meeting  was  changing  the  name  of  our  club  to  the  IASAC  The 
discussion  was  that  the  round  collectors  did  not  feel  a  part  of  the  club  and  that  they  were 
the  growing  majority  of  collectors  Others  felt  that  all  silver  comes  ffom  bar  stock  and  is 
formed  in  rounds  or  rectangles  The  majority  voted  to  change  the  name  of  the  club  to 
IASAC  and  it  has  been  that  way  ever  since 

The  second  IASAC  Convention  was  set  for  Cincinnati  (actually  in  Northern  Kentucky)  1 
really  enjoyed  this  convention  as  we  had  a  separate  room  for  our  club  and  had  several 
silver  bar  dealers  set  up  I  met  Archie  Kidd  for  the  first  time,  another  big  thrill  for  me 
We  had  roughly  25  members  show  up  that  weekend  and  it  was  a  great  time  for  everybody 
The  Cincinnati  Zoo  is  world  famous  because  of  the  white  bengal  tigers  so  that  was  how 
we  made  the  selection  of  our  convention  issue  It  w  as  decided  to  alternate  betw  een 
rounds  and  rectangles  each  year  for  the  convention  issues  and  our  white  bengal  tiger  was  a 
round 

I  contacted  the  Cincinnati  Zoo  to  seek  permission  to  use  the  art  work  for  our  convention 
issue  I  also  thought  it  would  be  fun  to  have  a  white  bengal  tiger  to  visit  the  convention  1 
received  permission  from  the  hotel,  Paul  Padgett  (the  coin  show  promoter),  and  arranged 
with  the  Cincinnati  Zoo  to  bring  Saheba  to  the  Convention  You  can  imagine  that  this 
caused  quite  a  stir  when  a  tiger  came  to  the  coin  show  If  anyone  there  did  not  know 
about  IASAC  before  the  tiger  showed  up.  they  knew  about  us  then  The  handler 
answered  many  questions  from  our  members  while  she  was  there  W'e  also  have  some 
photographs  of  Saheba  and  the  club  officers  We  also  signed  up  quite  a  few  new  members 
at  this  convention 

1  want  to  skip  to  the  I  Oth  annual  IASAC  convention  in  Las  Vegas  It  was  great  to  see 
everybody  that  showed  up  I  met  many  customers  and  friends  that  have  developed  over 
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the  first  10  years  of  the  club  Nancy  Yee  prepared  a  list  of  members  and  have  found  that 
only  39  charter  members  remain  1  was  surprised  that  such  a  loyal  few  remained  1  realize 
that  some  early  members  passed  away  and  some  sold  their  collections,  but  when  the  club 
was  started,  there  was  a  lot  of  excitement  and  1  thought  our  charter  members  would 
provide  a  solid  membership  base  for  many  years  to  come  I  do  w  ant  to  thank  each  of  the 
charter  members  at  this  time  for  your  loyalty  to  1ASAC 

I  don't  mean  to  slight  anybody  with  my  next  remarks,  but  we  all  owe  Steve  Rood,  Duane 
Spellman  (kept  the  club  going  by  himself  for  a  couple  of  years)  and  Nancy  Yee  a 
tremendous  amount  of  credit  for  keeping  IASAC  going  for  the  long  term  They  have 
spent  much  time  and  money  for  your  benefit  and  I  for  one  really  appreciate  their  efforts  in 
keeping  my  dream  of  IASAC  alive

Have  you  ever  taken  the  time  to  think  what  a 
unique  set  of  medals  our  IASAC  Collection  is?? 

It  is  unquestionably  'one  of  a  kind'.  I  know  of 
no  other  Club  that  alternates  one  year  with  a 
'bar'  and  the  following  year  with  a  'round'. 

Add  the  bronze  medals,  top  them  off  with  the 
enameled  medals,  and  it  is  indeed  a  very  unique 
set  of  medals. 

I  didn't  join  IASAC  until  1993.  But  through  the 
help  of  friends  and  placing  want-ads,  I've  been 
able  to  complete  my  collection  except  for  some 
of  the  enameled  medals. 

Which  brings  me  to  the  purpose  for  writing  this 
article.  And  that  is  the  issuing  of  the  bronze 
medals . 

The  current  policy  of  IASAC  is  "to  get  a  bronze 
medal  one  must  attend  the  yearly  convention  or 
submit  an  article  for  the  'Silver  Bugle'".
